THE ENGINEERS' TROUBLE. 

Employers Declare Against Interference 
Such as Has Already Sent Business 
to Foreign Firms. 

London, Oct. 30.— The employers' 
federation in replying to the proposals 
made on behalf of the government by 
Mr. C. T. Ritchie, president of the board 
of trade, looking to the ending of the 
strike in the engineering trades, main- 
tain that the basis for a settlement pro- 
posed by the board of trade leaves the 
relatione between employers and work- 
men the same aa they were before the 
stoppage of work, and that thereforo 
there would be a likelihood of further 
trouble. It is stated that the employers 
will admit no right of interference 
with their business, nor exposed them- 
Belves to arbitrary restrictions and irri- 
tating interference in their working ar- 
rangements, which restrictions the 
leaders of the unions have threatened to 
increase in the future. These restric- 
tions, it iB added, have bo increased the 
coat of production that important engi- 
neering work has been placed in foreign 
hands and British competitors have 
been underbidden even for machinery 
for use in Great Britain. Thefederation 
sayB it is willing to take part in a con- 
ference to discuBs the removal of these 
restrictions, to extend to all engineering 
works the equitable arrangements exist- 
ing in many of them heretofore. 

The reply of the Amalgamated Society 
of Engineers to the board of trade pro- 
poBBals expresses the wish that before a 
conference shall be held a definition be 
given of what is meant by interference 
with the employers' buBineBs. It addB 
that the engineers only wish their just 
terms, for labor. Subject to other safe- 
guards, the men are willing to enter into 
a discusaion of the preliminaries of a 
conference. Both replies avoid the ker- 
nel of the dispute, and each Bide BeekB to 
cast upon the other the odium for a re- 
jection of mediation. It remains with 
the board of trade to say whether 
it can proceed on the above basis with 
its efforta to end the strike. The con- 
sensus of opinion is that there iB little 
hope of a conference being held baBed on 
the attitude of both Bides aB displayed in 
their replies. 

THE DREYFUS CASE. 

Renewed Allegation That the Disgraced 
Officer Was Not Guilty. 

London, Oct. 30.— There seems to be 
some substance behind the lateBt agita- 
tion in behalf of Captain Alfred Drey- 
fus, the Trench artillery officer who in 
1895 after having been tried by court 
martial on the charge of Belling impor- 
tant military plans to agenta of a foreign 
government, was sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life in a fortress, and who is 
now confined on a small island of the 
French group oil' the coast of French 
Guiana. M. Scheurer Iva&'.her claims to 
have irrefutable proof of the innocence 
of Dreyfus, and he aBaertB that he 
knowd the real culprit. The interest 
taken in the case by the vice-president 
of the seiintR is Biiid to have aroused the 
interestof President Fanre, and it is un- 
derstood that Scheurer Kastner is deter- 
mined to raise the question, in parlia- 
ment. He has already conferred with 
the ministers of war and justice on the 
question. 

The Patrie of Paris to-night, on the 
authority of a member of the court mar- 
tial which condemned DreyfiiB, declares 
that the proofs of the hitter's guilt in- 
volve a state secret which might become 
a cauaus belli.

New York, Oct. 30. — The vaiioue 
campaign managers gave out their final 
campaign viewB te-day regarding the 
New York mayoralty fight as follows: 
Lemuel E. Quigg, (Rep.) The Demo- 
cratic vote iB Bplit up between Van 
Yyck, George and Low. The Republi- 
can vote iB consolidated on Tracy, and 
Tracy is the winner. Air. Quigg settled, 
the 23rd assembly district as character- 
istic of the condition of the whole 
city. He said: "The Republican 
organization has made an especi- 
ally careful canvass of those heav- 
ily Republican districts which the 
citizen's union has constantly alleged 
to have a large Low vote. All these can- 
vasses tell the same story. They prove 
that there iB no large Low vote in any 
one of them. No district in New York 
haB been more scrupulously looked after 
than the 23rd district. This is the West 
Harlem district. The canvass there 
Bhows 4,239 votes for Tracy, 3,077 for 
Van Wyck, 4S2 for Low, 022 for George, 
and, 1,745 doubtful. It thus appears 
that the Republican vote will be sub- 
stantially the same as that given for 
Governor Black laBt year. The same 
condition prevails all over the city." 

James B. Reynolds (Citizens' Union): 
" The situation has not changed. We 
believe Mr. Low will be elected by a 
large plurality. I expect that the ma- 
jority of the George men will stand by 
the son of the man who for bo many 
years stood by them. We shall continue 
our campaign with increased activity 
until election day." 

Marion H. Miller (secretary Jeffer- 
Eonian Democracy) : "The Democracy 
of Thomas Jefferson is now in fact, if 
not in name, the Democracy of Henry 
George. Seth Low may represent one 
method of attacking corruption, but it ih 
not the Henry George method. It iB 
not Democratic and does not appeal 
to the true spirit of the peopleof Greater 
New Y'ork. It is our sincere conviction 
that the second Henry George will lead 
to victory a greater host than even his 
father would have done, who, I person- 
ally know, died in the absolute assur- 
ance that he had won the fight." 

Hugh J. Grant (Democrat): "There 
s no doubt of the triumphant election 
of the Van Wyck ticket by a very hand- 
some majority. The isEuea have been 
plainly made. They are between locaL 
self government on Democratic lines and 
governmer.t through Albany on the lines 
of humbug reform, the Raines law and 
other abominations, with which the peo- 
ple are disgusted." 

John Sheehan, Tammany Hall leader: 
"The above is exactly my idea." He 
added: "The situation is constantly 
improving, and it is reasonably certain 
that our ticket will receive 250,000 votea 
in Greater New York. Iam now satis- 
fied from the reports which I have re- 
ceived that Judge Van Wyck will receive 
a majority of the votes cast."

"Henrv George Could Hardly Have Chosen. 
A Better Death "—His Son's 
Nomination. 

London, Oct. 30.— Commenting on the 
death of Henry George, the Chronicle 
sayB : " The news of the death of Henry 
George came with great sadneBB to mil- 
lions throughout the civilized world. 
Ho died in harness, the victim of a her- 
culean eil'ort to raise New York from the 
slough of corruption and misrule. lie 
could himself have hardly chosen a bet- 
ter death." 

The Daily Mail thinks the nomination 
of the late Henry George's Bon will lie 
"quickly repented."

THE RIYALS IN AFRICA. 

Complications Arising Out of Conflicting 
Claims of French and British. 

London, Oct. 30. — The African situa 
tion has been aggravated by the French 
semi-official note made public on Tuee 
day last and already published. Then 
the situation was further aggravated by 
the reply of the British colonial office 
issued the anme day, declaring that there 
did not seem to be any reasonable fear 
of complications atNikki, capital of the 
Borgo territory, provided the French 
government behaves reasonably. ItwaB 
added, however, at the colonial office 
that Great Britain has determined more 
effectually to police her territories, and 
that if the French persist in trespassing 
complications will naturally arise. The 
wording of theso statements, it is point 
ed out, shows that both sides are in 
clined to lose their tempers. 

Even the Times says : " If the French 
are unwise enough to persist in carrying 
out the theory of effective possession 
constituting a title, they will find that 
we shall be reluctantly obliged to apply 
it too." It is one of the rare occasions 
upon which the press is unanimous, 
papers of all shades of opinion promising 
the Marquis of Salisbury the nation'u 
support in bringing the French filibus- 
tered to their senseB. 

France, however, seems not to recede, 
With excitement rampant at home there 
is imminent danger of the roving armed 
expeditions meeting in Africa. The 
situation is full of dangers and it looks 
as if conflict can only be averted by a 
surrender of the aspirations of one of the 
parties in Central AfriCft and tho Upper 
Nile valley. 



A DOMESTIC PHOBLEil. 

How Between Two Sets of Officers a Father 
Has Landed in Gaol. 

Nelson, Oct. 28.— (Special) — Con- 
stable Ince baa returned from a trip to 
Kaslo, where he went with a Mr. Rob- 
erts, who was arrested on complaint of 
his wife and charged with failing to sup- 
port his child. The details of the case 
are vague, but according to Mr. Roberts' 
story it appears that while living in 
Idaho some years ago he and his wife 
could not agree. One day he found both 
his wife and child missing, and some 
rumors gave him the impression she was 
not unaccompanied. A long time after- 
wards he ran across her in Kaslo, and, 
securing the child, Mr. Roberts took his 
turn at running away. His wife finally 
located him in Nelson, and caused his 
arrest on the charge stated. It is Baid 
that the chief of police of Kaslo, with- 
out any ceremony, took the child from 
the father and turned it over to the 
mother. Mr. Roberts was about to enter 
the employ of the smelter company when 
he was arrested. 



NOBLE FIVE MINE CLOSED. 

Alleged Mismanaeement Resulting in Finan- 
cial Trouble But Early Recovery 
Looked For. 

KAsi,o,Oct. 30.— The Nohle Five mine 
and mill has been closed down pending 
the adjustment of certain difficulties. 
Heavy development necessary to keep 
ahead of the mill, coupled with what 
many consider mismanagement, has piled 
up some. $50,000 indebtedness, the greater 
part of which is owing to the Bank of 
B. N. A. and these creditors are closing 
in. 

A meeting of the stockholders, with 
Dr. Hendryx in the chair, was held in 
this city last night. The situation was 
discussed, but no action waB taken be- 
yond a resolution against the proposed 
amendment to the by-laws authorizing 
the directors to borrow $150,000, to come 
up in the meeting at Cody to-day. The 
amendment will therefore probably not 
be offered at to-day's meeting. A schemo 
now being formed will in [all probability 
Btraighten out the difficulty. The pro- 
perty is a valuable one and only needs 
development to make it one of the 
country's great producers. 



EMPLOYERS' LIABILITY. 

Trench Law Will Compel Payment of Wages 
for Injured Workmen. 

London, Oct. 30.— The employers' lia- 
bility bill, which was adopted on Thurs- 
day by the French chamber of deputies, 
is of a drastic character. It imposes up- 
on the employer the payment of an in- 
demnity to workmen who are accident- 
ally disabled, if they are made idle for 
four days. If a workman is disabled for 
life the employer must pay him a pen- 
sion of two-thirds of hia wages lost, and 
in the case of partial disablement the 
employer must also pay him two-thirdB 
of the wages thereby loBt. In the case of 
death by accident the employer must 
pay a pension to the workman's widow 
amounting to 20 per cent, of the wageB 
he earned in addition to 15 per cent, for 
a single child, rising to 10 per cent, for 
four children, until they reach theage of 
IS. 



MANITOBA AND NORTHWEST. 

Winnipeg and Duluth Scheme Before the 
Cabinet— Good Month for Land Sales. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 30.— (Special)— Super- 
intendent Jenkins of the C.P.R. Tele- 
graphs returned from the West to-day, 
having accompanied Manager of Tele- 
graphs, Mr. C. R. Hosmer, to theKoote- 
nay, afterwards making an inspection of 
the division west of Winnipeg. With 
reference to telegraph matters, Mr. Jen- 
kins said; " We have had a very busy 
season in all departments of the ser- 
vice, moro particularly perhaps in the 
construction branch. Additional wires 
have been put up between Fort William 
and Moosejaw, and on the southwestern 
branches. We are now eneaged in put- 
ting up a heavy wire from Swift Current 
to Leth bridge for tho Crow's Nest ser- 
vice. The intention is to have direct 
service from Winnipeg to Nelson. A 
A splendid telegraph 'line is being built 
along the Crow's Nest railway and work 
is well advanced. 

VV. H. Bourke, a well-known city 
contractor, leaves on Tuesday for the 
Klondyke. He was entertained by a 
number of leading citi/.enB to-night. Mr. 
Bourke goes north via Victoria for a San 
Francisco syndicate. 

Dr. Inglis, city medical health officer, 
contemplates going to the Yukon next 
spring, and has in Iub mind the organ- 
ization of a staff of trained nurses to 
proceed with him. 

At a meeting of the provincial cabinet 
to-day tho proposed Winnipeg-Duluth 
railway project came up for discussion. 
Hon. Mr. Cameron submitted his report 
regarding the legal phases of the scheme, 
but whether it was favorable or not 
could not be ascertained, as no decision 
was reported, and the proceedings have 
not sufficiently advanced to be made 
public. The cabinet adjourned shortly 
after two o'clock until Monday morning". 
In the meantime some correspondence 
between the government and the com- 
panies bidding for tho contract will be 
carried on by wire. This ia the first 
time, it iB understood, that the scheme 
has been taken up before the full coun- 
cil.

LADY HENRY SOMERSET. 

Hiss Frances Willard On the Issues in 
Which She Haa Been Involved. 

. Buffalo, Oct. 30.— In an interview 
yesterday, Miss Frances Willard, in 
speaking of the Lady Somerset contro- 
versy, said that Lady Henry Somerset's 
election was by the executive committee 
of the World's W. C. T. U., which 
elected all the other officers and 
which was the executive branch of 
the society. Nothing unusual was 
done, the society being constituted on 
the same basis as the National Women's 
Council, so as to represent different 
countries equally and not to allow the 
country in which the convention hap- 
pened to be held to hold the balance of 
power. 

Referring to the proposed regulation of 
vice in India, Miss Willard said : " Lady 
Henry, knowing that this method of re- 
gulation was to bo adopted by the Salis- 
■ bury government, sought to mitigate its 
J evils, but all her comrades felt that this 
was a grave mistake, for it was impossi- 
ble to touch pitch and not be defiled." 
Miss Willard fully believed that Lady 
Henry would see the evil of trying to do 
anything with any system pertaining to 
the regulation of vice. No woman, she 
said, bad borue more for the caute of 
purity than had Lady Somerset. She 
Dad stood by Dr. Bushnell ami Mrs. 
Andrews and had endured personal risk 
in her opposition to the candidacy of an 
impure politician. " in fact," concluded 
Miss Williard, " bhe haa done more for 
the reformation of woman than anyone 
I know of."

THE RELIGION OF CHINA. 

In no particularare the Chinese people 
more different from thoBe of other coun- 
tries tlian in tlioir religion, Three cultB 
are in vogue, Confucianism, Buddhism 
and Taouism. There are millions who 
believe all throe, millions who believe 
some two of tliem, millions who believe 
only one, and a good many millions 
more who have no very clear idea what 
they believe. We use the word " be- 
lieve " not becauao it is strictly accurate, 
but in the sense of accept, which is how 
it is generally understood in connection 
with religious matters. A man acceptB 
a certain creed, a certain theology, a 
certain system of ethica. He believes 
that by accepting this system he will 
order his life aright and secure his 
future, that is if his system takes the 
future into account. This observation is 
of general applicability, aid does not 
specially refer to the Chinese. 

It is not intended in this article to 
speak of Buddhism. That mu&t be 
treated by'itsell, and it may very well 
be omitted from a consideration of the 
" religionsof China," for the reason that 
it has almost lost any influence it ever 
possessed over the national character. 
A Buddhiet revival is in progress, but 
its etT.'Ct upon China has as yet been in- 
finitestnal. Confucianism and Taouism 
have been the great formative influences 
in making China, what it is. 

Iu the sixth century before Christ two 
great leaders were born in China. One 
was Lao-Tze the other Kong-Fuh-Tze ; 
the name of the latter haa been Latin- 
ized into Confucius. Miraculous cir- 
cumstances are said by tradition to have 
surrounded the birth of each and very 
remarkable pedierees have been worked 
out for them. But be their ancestry 
what it may have been, the fact remains 
that Lao-Tze became a recluse early in 
life, while Kong-Fah-Tze devoted him- 
self to business and later to the practical 
affairs of government. The latter on 
the death of his mother, went into re- 
tirement, in compliance with an old, but 
at that time abandoned custom of the 
Chinese people. He remained in retire- 
ment for three years, during which he 
gave himself up to an endeavor to solve 
the principles which lie at the founda- 
tion of human society. At the expira- 
tion of that period he became a teacher 
of philosophy. Meanwhile Lao-Tze waB 
engaged in propagating hie religious 
cult. The two leaders are said to have 
met only once, They parted with dif- 
ferent opinions of each other. Lao-Tze 
regarded his contemporary aa a man 
who lived and worked on a very low 
plane; but the latter always thereafter 
held up Lao-Tzoaa one whose teachings 
deserved the moat careful consideration. 

In the sense, in which the word is 
generally understood, Confucius, to uae 
the name by which he is most generally 
known, did not teach a religion. That 
is, he did not Book to formulate any idea 
aa to a deity, ho does not appear to have 
•eared to inquire whether or not man has 
a spiritual aide to his being, and a fu- 
ture life did not at all enter into his con- 
sideration. Hia whole effort was to pre- 
scribe rules for the government of men's 
relations to each other. These relations 
he divided under three heads: Sover- 
ign and subject, parent and child, hus- 
band and wife. To do hia duty by these 
rolations he taught that man must fol- 
low five rulea: Universal charity, im- 
partial juetice, conformity to established 
ceremonies and usages, rectitude of heart 
and mind and absolute sincerity. These 
Jive rules, he claimed, were the natural 
principles of human action, and every- 
thing opposed to them was unnatural. 
He taught that the law of nature is on 



the aide of good, wherein he does not 
greatly differ in principle from the posi- 
tion taken by the late Henry Drummond 
in hia famous work on " Natural Law in 
the Spiritual World." Confucius did 
not attempt to account for the exiatence 
of things, but accepted their oxiatence 
under certain laws as a sufficient baBis 
for human philosophy. He did not 
teach that there is no deity, but con- 
tented himself with framing a code of 
ethica which seemed to him to conform 
to the conditions with which men have 
to deal in every day practical life. In 
fact his claim ia that he prescribed prac- 
tical rules for practical men, and as he 
laid the foundation of a system which 
has made it possible for a remarkably 
cjngested population to exist in China, 
it must be admitted that he built wisely. 

While Confuciua taught nothing in re- 
gard to a spiritual world, which was 
something on which he claimed he had 
no light whatever, he was careful not to 
deny the existence of spiritual agencies. 
Asked if men should pray to spirits and 
genii, he said that it had been the cus- 
tom of the people so to do, and there 
could bo no harm in observing it. He 
knew nothing about such things, but 80 
ancient a custom was worthy of being 
followed. Hia ideas greatly commended 
themselves to the people, especially 
he advocated universal education aa 
sential to the proper development of his 
system. The Emperor took it up and 
there was at once inaugurated a period 
of stern morality. He was not without 
opposition, and hia opponents met him 
with weapons that were temporarily suc- 
cessful, Thoy sent to a neighboring 
province and imported into the imperial 
entourage a great number of women of 
much beauty and little morals, so that 
for a time the reformer found hia ad- 
herents greatly reduced, not only numer- 
ically, but in influence; but he perse- 
vered, and on hiB death had the 
satisfaction of seeing his plan for uni- 
versal education adopted and his rules 
of conduct accepted as the national 
religion. 

Meanwhile Lao-Tze was earnestly ad- 
vocating his theories. Unlike Confu- 
ciua he sought for the origin of things, 
which he expressed Bomewhat as fol- 
lows: Out of Silence and the Void came 
motion, and out of motion everything 
that iB; two principles of life were 
evolved, the physical and the material, 
and these permeate all things, and the 
object of human life is to strive that the 
spiritual may overcome and finally sup- 
plant the physical. Hence the name of 
hia doctrine, Taou, which means "the 
way," In the mandatory part of Taou- 
ism there ia nothing inconsistent with 
Christianity; but it lays no commands 
upon its adherents as to the matter of 
belief and offers them nothing resem- 
bling the Christian idea of the efficacy 
of faith. Men may reach immortality, 
according to Lao-Tze, but they must do 
bo by the force of their own efforts. 
Prayer will be efficacious to assist them, 
by drawing spiritual forces to their aid ; 
but the immortal life is gained by the 
efforts of the individual, 

TaouiBm has millions of adherents, 
but finds only very slight acceptance 
among the educated classes who are fol- 
lowers of ConfuciuB, almost without ex- 
ception. It will be abundantly evident 
from the foregoing review that one may 
readily he both a Coufucianist and a 
TaouiBt. These are the systems which 
have determined the life of one-fourth of 
all men, who have lived during the last 
two thousand years. 



ROUTES TO THE YUKON. 

Referring to the Colonist's correction 
of a statement which lately appeared in 
its columns, the British Columbia Re- 
view, of London, Bays it is hard to be re- 
buked by this paper, especially when it 
must acknowledge that the Colonist is 
right. The Review wishes to do what is 
juBt by the province, whose name it 
bears, and as it is clearly astray on the 
question of routes to the Yukon, we 
hope it will take what we now say and 
examine into it with the aid of the best 
map of the country it can find. 

Our proposition is that for any seaBon 
of the year, summer or winter, the 
route via the Slickeen and thence over- 
land to Teslin Lake is incomparably the 
best. This will undoubtedly be the 
great route of travel next year. It is as 
certain aa anything can be that there 
will be thousands of people on the river 
and the trail as Boon aa it is passable, It 
is aa Bafe a route as can be found. There 
is not a dangerouB place on it, and with 
comparatively small expenditure there 
will not be a difficult place on it. 



It may be interesting to those paperB 
which were furious over Lieutenant- 
Governor Dewdney's desire to occupy 
the rooms in the new parliament build- 
ing bo that hiB name could be upon the 
braBS plate, to learn that hia name is not 
on the plate in connection with the open- 
ing of the building, and that no inBtruc- 
tiona have been yet Bent as to whoBe 
name shall be put upon it. 



Hon. Jambs Mitciiijll, premier of 
New Brunswick, haa been obliged to re- 
tire because of ill-health. He ia succeed- 
ed by Hon. H. R, EmmerBon. Mr. 
Mitch6ll iaa Conservative; Mr. Emmer- 
son a Liberal. The change has no signi- 
ficance aa regards Federal politics, for 
these play no part in the local affairs of 
New Brunswick. 



VICTORIA FIRST. 

In the Helena Independent of Sep- 
tember 3 there ia a letter from Col. 
Samuel Word, whom the Independent 
describes as a practical miner and West- 
ern pioneer. The letter was written 
from Skagway, and in it, after describ- 
ing his trip that far on the way to the 
Yukon, Col. Word said : 

When I left home with my two sons, I 
expected to outfit at Seattle. But after 
carefully looking over the situation, I 
found I could outlitin and sail from Vic- 
toria and avoid the customa duties col- 
lected by the Canadian authorities on 
the east side of the range. By sailing 
from an American port into Canadian 
territory, I would have to pay customs 
to the Canadian government. 

That duty ia large, ranging from 25 to 
35 per cent, of the cost value of the ar- 
ticles ehipped. If your outfit coat you 
$1,000, you would have to pay about 
$250 duty on it. But if you ship from a 
Canadian port destined for some point 
in Canadian territory, you are not re- 
quired to pay customs duty. I would 
therefore advise my friends who contem- 
plate this trip, whether this fall or next 
spring, to outfit at Victoria or Vancou- 
ver, 

There is practically no difference in 
the price of supplies in Seattle and Vic- 
toria. 

This is emphatically a disinterested 
testimonial. No reason can be suggest- 
ed why Col. Word should write thus 
about Victoria, except hia deaire to let 
the people of Montana know the truth, 
lie completely anawera the Seattle argu- 
ment that dutiea cut no figure because 
things are cheaper in Seattle than here. 
Col. Word haa no reason to boom the 
Seattle outfitting trade, and ha very na- 
turally desires to save hia friends, who 
may follow him, from having to pay 25 
per cent, more for their outfits than 
thoy would have to pay if they bought 
them in this city. The advertising com- 
mittee ought to make good use of thiB 
letter, which puts Victoria easily in the 
first place, for in addition to the equal- 
ity in the prices of goods and the pro- 
tection of a 25 per cent, duty, Victoria 
merchants can claim to be the most ex- 
perienced outfitters on the Coast. 



A severe tempest in a teapot ia rag- 
ing in the journalism of the Maritime 
provinces. In hiB speech at the St. 
John banquet, the minister of railways 
wished to Bay that the distance from St. 
John to Montreal is lesB than from Hali- 
fax to Montreal. There ia no question 
as to the truth of this geographical state- 
ment ; but unhappily a Halifax paper 
reported Mr. Blair as saying, " St, John 
is nearer Montreal than Halifax," and 
it proceeds to accuse him of violating the 
particular commandment which forbids 
the bearing of false witness, for it says 
that any one knows that it is further 
from St. John to Montreal than it ia 
from St. John to Halifax, which aho is 
true. Whereupon a St. John paper cor- 
rects the Halifax paper with a choice 
selection of adjectives, and charges it 
with garbling the Minister's remarks, 
alleging that what he said was that " St. 
John was nearer to Montreal than Mali- 
fax was." Aa there is no evidence that 
either of the three cities named has lately 
changed its geographical position in re- 
Bpect to the other, it is not easy to see 
why Mr. Blair should have said anything 
about how near Halifax was to Montreal. 
It is intelligible that he might have 
spoken of how near that city ia to the 
other. Now admitting that what Mr. 
Blair meant to convey is what we have 
stated in the second sentence of this 
paragraph, we suggeBt that if he had Baid 
"St. John is nearer than Halifax to 
Montreal," he would have saved a lot of 
printer's ink. Possibly this iB what he 
did say. 

Among other things on which the good 
people of Greater New York have been 
harangued during the mayoralty contest 
is the never failing topic of British 
tyranny. Don't you happen to know 
what British tyranny is? We are sorry 
not to be able to enlighten you, for we 
do not know either. Possibly we all are 
so callous that we do not feel the fet- 
ters which bind us. We have beard be- 
fore of prisoners getting to love their 
chains. But without arguing the mat- 
ter, and admitting that there is such a 
thing as British tyranny, which every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States can see with his, her or ita eyes 
Bhut, we would like someone to take 
compassion on our ignorance and tell us 
what manner of bearing it haa upon the 
government of tho city of New York. 
The great American public, when it sets 
out to make an aaa of itself, can give 
anyone else both bowerB and the joker 
and win out easily. 

Tin: people who went up to St. 
Michael's in the hope of ascending the 
Yukon this year are coming back again 
aa rapidly as they can, although many 
of them must winter on the river. Their 
talea of hardship are heartrending. The 
Colonist has the satisfaction of knowing 
that, at the very outset of the rush, it 
cautioned any one against attempting to 
go to Klondyke by way of the mouth ol 
tho Yukon. Its opportunities for get- 
ting information were of the beBt, and 
from these it arrived at the conclusion 
that it wns impossible to accomplish the 
undertaking. We felt, however, that 
advice was useless. Even when intend- 
ing miners were personally told of the 
factB of the case, they answered that it 
might be true that most people could 
not get through, but they could. When 
the cra/.e for gold seiz.es a man he loses 
all hia common sense, aB a rule. 

There is a vacancy in the Seattle 
mayoralty, caused by the absence of 
Mayor Wood on the Yukon. The pro- 
priety of allowing gambling to be run 
" wide open," as the saying is, is an is- 
euo in the election of a new mayor. 
Acting-Mayor Crichton says that he has 
had letters from the mayors of nearly 
one hundred of the cities of the United 
StateB having a population in excess of 
30,000, and that they all agree in con- 
demning the wide open policy. They 
say that however attractive it may 
seem in some respects, gambling iB in 
the long run a great injury to a city, 



The Consular Journal says that the 
coat of living in Japan has nearly 
doubled in four years, and that wages 
have gone up accordingly. The result is 
that Japanese coal mine owners are im- 
porting laborers from Corea. The Jour- 
nal thinkB that Japanese competition in 
industrial lines iB a myth.

Humbert Party Leave To-morrow 
by the "Seattle" for 
Pyramid Harbor. 



Au Addition, to the Local Coaling: 
Fleet— Some Marine 
Notes. 



On Monday the Humbert party ex- 
pect to make a commencement of the 
long trip to the northern gold fields. 
The City of Seattle will sail at !• o'clock 
on that day from Victoria, taking with 
her to Pyramid Harbor all the supplies 
and some of the horses, cattle and men 
destined for the Yukon country. The 
bark Colorado will convey the remainder 
of the party with such portion of the 
stock and freight as may be left by the 
Seattle, sometime during the week. 
The changes which have been made in 
the plana of this, one of the first great 
companies to enter into the Yukon 
trade, have caused quite a derantrement 
in the arrangements of the shipping 
companies interested, and should fur- 
nish food for consideration by those who 
are intending to engage in the business 
of transporting large numbers of men 
and tho neceasary freight in the spring. 
Delays must frequently occur iu the 
outfitting of such partieB aB will leave 
here for the Yukon, and judging from 
the expressions of those to whom the 
experience in regard to the Humbert 
party was important, it ia necessary that 
arrangements" should bo entered into 
which will avoid any unnecessary and 
vexatious delays when the north-bound 
rurh strikes the city in the new year. 

MARINE NOTES, 

Another day has passed and the last 
two vessels of the sealing fleet have not 
yet made the home port. The Sadie 
Turpel reported from Carmanah on Fri- 
day, may arrive any moment, but the 
fact that several of her crew undertook 
the trip to the harbor in a small boat 
may be taken to indicate that contrary 
winds are delaying the schooner. The 
catch of the Sadie Turpel in Behring 
sea 251 BkinB, will bring the total num- 
ber for Lhe season within measereable 
distance of an even 30,000. 

The C.P.R. bulletin announces that 
the American line steamship St. Louis 
arrived at New York from Southampton 
at S o'clock yesterday morning and the 
Cunarder Etruria, from Liverpool, at 
noon. At Montreal, the Dominion line 
Scotsman, arrived at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning. 

An addition to the local fleet of coaling 
vessels is expected on the Coast in a few- 
days. An Auatrian ateamer, of similar 
capacity to the Peter Jebsen, is due to 
load coal at Nanaimo for San Francisco 
on Tuesday, and will, it ia believed, be 
continued in the tradp. 

The tug Lome, which ia admittedly 
one of tho moat seaworthy and nice- 
anpearing boats of the local fleet, has, 
by the aid of a camera, been depicted, 
with her genial captain and crew, lying 
at the outer wharf. The advertisement 
ia good. 

Steamer Teea will take theWillapa's 
trip to the West CoaBt on Monday. The 
latter named vessel ahould have left last 
night, but has been pressed into the 
service from Vancouver to Comox and 
Northern points. 

The Umatilla, which ia announced to 
leave for San Francisco this evening, 
will have quite a large consignment of 
freight from this port.

FARMERS' INSTITUTES. 

A Series of Meetings Now Being Held in the 
District to Inform the Fanners. 

A well attended meeting of represen- 
tative farmers waa held at Metcliosin 
public hall on Thursday afternoon to 
bear an address on the advantages of 
farmers' institutes by Mr. T. F. Pater- 
son, of the Guelph Agricultural College. 
Mr. William Fisher being voted to the 
chair, Mr. J. R. Anderson, deputy min- 
ister of agriculture, made a short address 
in which he directed attention to the 
salient provisions of the Farmers' Insti- 
tutes and Co-operative Act passed last 
session, and urged the farmers to take 
advantage of the act. 

He then introduced Mr. Paterson, 
who addressed the meeting at some 
length, explaining the working of farm- 
ers' institutes in Ontario and the success 
which had attended them Bince their 
formation. Their suceeaa, he Bhowed, 
waa at first gradual, but latterly it has 
been by leapa and bounds until the de- 
mand for speakers has become bo great 
that it has been all but impossible to 
keep pace with it. Mr. Patterson con- 
cluded by pointing out the advantages 
to be derived by the farmers through 
adopting the provisions of the act and 
forming inBtituteB. 

Mr. W. H. Hayward, of Metcliosin, 
was of opinion that tho district aa de 
fined by the act was too unwieldy, cover 
ing aa it does a distance of some sixty 
miles, and he suggested that it be divid 
ed so that the electoial district of Esqui- 
mau, which embraces Highland,' Met- 
cliosin, Sooke, etc., may be allowed to 
form an institute independentof tho east 
districts, namely, Victoria, Lake and 
North and South Saanich. 

Mr. Anderson promised to find out the 
sense of the reat of the people of the in- 
stitute district on this point and to make 
the necessary recommendations. 

Mr. Argyle did not agree with Mr. 
Paterson'a assertion that the farmers had 
a good local market, instancing several 
cases where dealers in Victoria had re- 
fuaed to purchase from focal producers, 
preferring the productions from outside 
places. 

It was pointed out, however, to Mr. 
Argyle that the state of things be de- 
scribed was due to the inferior manner 
in which the local products had been 
packed and placed on the market, and 
that the remedy lay in the adoption of 
co-operation under the institutes act. 
After Borne further discussion the meet- 
ing adjourned, after a vote of thanks to 
the speakers. 

The meeting at ParBon's Bridee, ar- 
ranged for the following day, was ad- 
journed till Friday, November 5, at 8 
p.m., and there will also be meetings at 
Saanich Agricultural hall on Monday, 
November 8, at 2 p.m. ; Colquitz hall on 
Tuesday, November 9, at 2 p.m., and 
Cedar Hill Bchoolhouae on Wednesday, 
November 10, at 8 p.m.

STONECUTTERS STRIKE. 

The Local Union Decline to Be Paid by 
Piece Work. 

The Btonecutters to the number of 
about a dozen, who were employed by 
Mr. Thos. Bradbury, contractor for the 
Btone work of the terraces of the parlia- 
ment building grounds, struck in a body 
yeeterday. The trouble is over the fact 
that Mr. Bradbury has been paying two 
or three men by piece work, whereas the 
Victoria branch of the Stonecutters' As- 
sociation of North America maintain 
that by the local rules governing atone 
cutting, piece work is not allowed, but 
that the wageB fixed are _ $4.50 
per day of eight hours. This is the 
whole trouble in a nutshell, Mr. Brad- 
bury maintaining that he has a right to 
pay by piece work, while the stone cut- 
ters hold that according to their rules 
piece work is not recognized. A Bpecial 
meeting of the local association was held 
yesterday after the men had decided not 
to work, and it was decided that a com- 
mittee composed of Messrs. A. G. Hay, 
chairman of the local branch; W. 
W. Thomas, W. Crabb and W. 
McKay, secretary of the branch, 
should wait on the provincial 
government to-morrow and make known 
their position in tho matter. Mr. Mc- 
Kay explained last night that the reason 
of this was not that the government were 
in any way considered as having any re- 
sponsibility for the condition of things, 
but simply as the government would 
naturally wish to know why it was that 
the work was not going ahead, the stone- 
cutters desired to tell their own side of 
the storv.

Fix of a Vancouver Dealer Improperly 
Fined for Selling Them. 

V.UJCOOYBit, Oct. 30.— (Special)— E. 
Galloway was recently fined $15 for sell- 
ing eecond-'iand books without a li- 
cense. Th? rumor goes that the magis- 
trate waa informed that some children 
had stolen hooks out of their father's 
library and Bold them to Mr, Galloway, 
who keftDB a news stand on Hastings 
street. The fact that Mr. Galloway was ac- 
tually lined for soiling second hand bookB 
caused a great deal of comment in tho 
city, for it the law covers the case of Mr. 
Galloway it is said that 50 per cent, of 
the merchants in town would come un- 
der the same head of selling second-hand 
goods, as distinct from goods sold at a 
pawnbroker's or second-hand stores. 

Mr, Galloway did not appeal his case 
but presented himself before the finance 
committee of the council, where he 
elicited sympathy, and in fact a resolu 
tion to refund thp money was withdrawn 
with the understanding that tho city so 
lieitor would hand in a written opinion 
on the matter, 

A copy of this opinion is not before the 
Colonist reporter. In effect, however, 
it is that Mr. Galloway may not he 
handed buck the $15, but that a license 
of $100 cannot be charged him bb a sec- 
ond class dealer. Mr. Galloway would 
have to appeal tho case belore the fine 
could be refunded. 

Mr. Golloway being seen about tho 
matter was very indignant. He stated 
that he had been picked out as a mark 
for some one's enmity. If he were guilty 
half the merchants in town were guilty. 
He believed tho magistrate was affected 
in his decision by the false statements 
that stolen goods bad been received. An

Union Pacific was 
heavy throughout on rumors that the fore- 
closure sale of the properly might be en- 
joined. Tne stock was over the point oh" at 
one time, but rallied Burlington alone 
of the list was traded in to the extent of 
mure than 10,000 shares. It was strong on fa- 
vorable crop reports from nil along its lines. 
The total sales of all stocks were little nioi 
than 100,000 Shares. The strength of th

Things have been said about tho bane- 
ful and delicious juice of the grape ever 
since tho olden timo when Noah found 
out about it and came thereby to grief, 
but even beforo that men ato grapes, 
and only within tho last decado have 
they been talked to about that. It is 
only since surgeons began to make 
money hunting for grape seeds in tho 
vermiform appendix that peoplo have 
teen afraid to eat grapes and to eat 
them straight. 

It now appears that in all tho thou- 
sands of cases famous, and possibly in 
eouio cases infamous, in which this now 
fashioned surgical operation has been 
performed thero is not one caso in 
which a grape seed or any other little 
bullet shaped thing has been found in 
tho vermiform appendix. The whole in- 
terior of tho appendix is only big enough 
)o admit a medium sized darning needle. 
Nobody knows what it is there for, but 
it must have been useful at somo time. 
It is a case of tho survival of tho unfit, 
like the wisdom teeth, which aro of so 
little use to most people, and tho ton- 
sils, which cause so much troublo now 
and then. 

Tho tonsils and the appendix are 
both unused parts of tho body and pe- 
culiarly liablo to disease because they 
are not strengthened by use. If inflam- 
mation attacks them, they are unable to 
resist. Thus many diseases which havo 
been ascribed to peritonitis or colio or 
a mysterious providenco of somo kind 
havo been duo to the diseased condition 
of this little useless organ of tho human 
system, and if the trouble had been dis- 
covered ip time the appendix could have 
been removed, and all would havo been 
well. 

Tho remedy, therefore, is not in avoid- 
ing grape seeds, which do not cause tho 
trouble, but in keeping as well and as 
strong as possible, and in caso of sud- 
den illness calling a rcliablo doctor, 
■who will know what tbo matter is. 
Somebody once said that most peoplo 
use a doctor to enable them to sin 
against tho laws of uaturo with impu- 
nity. But that is a bad use for him. — 
Washington Times. 



MAKING FALSE EYES.; 



MANUFACTURE OF ARTIFICIAL OPTICS, 
A DELICATE OPERATION. 



A BIT OF HISTORY. 

Gcrmnutowii, I'a., Was Onco Called tho 
Capital of the Country. 
A pupil in t ho Boys' Grammar school, 
on Lafayette street, Germantown, was 
asked by his teacher "when tho first 
congress occupied tho Germantown 
academy, located on West •School lane. " 
It was a puzzle, of course, to tho young 
scholar, who was at a loss to find any- 
thing in print verifying such an event. 
The facts, however, from which tho 
false impression has frequently obtained 
aro as follows: Tho government of tho 
United States was first inaugurated in 
New York in ITS!), but by act of con- 
gress Philadelphia was made tho capital 
of the nation from 1700 until 1800.* In 
179:3 tho yellow fever became epidemic 
ill this city, and it was in October of 
that year that the governor of Pennsyl- 
vania asked the board of trustees to uc- 
conimodato tho house of assembly, and 
a similar request for quarters cumo from 
congress. 

At the November meeting following 
the board proffered to congress the 
choice of tho school building, but there 
is no minute evidence to show that con- 
gress accepted the generous offer. At 
this time Washngton resided in German- 
town, and the town was spoken of as 
the government place of tho state, and 
ulso of the United Stales. Jefferson, 
then secretary of state, and Randolph, 
attorney general, occupied tho building, 
some years ago torn down to extend the 
site on which tho National bank now 
stands, at Main street and School lane. 

So, with Washington, Thomas Jeffer- 
son and John Randolph residing is Ger- 
mautown, it is not strange that the con- 
clusion should be formed that congress 
was in session at tho same time. Al- 
though the Germantown academy never 
had tho honor of accommodating con- 
gress, a few yearn later, in 1798, wdien 
the yellow fever made its appearance 
again in this city, the banks of North 
America and of Pennsylvania did find a. 
temporary place of safety iu the old 
academy. — Philadelphia Record. 

Lace Lappets. 
If you know anybody who has a pair 
of old fashioned lace lappets, says a 
fashion writer, you may recommend 
her to utilize these in the following 
fashion: On the next evening or dinner 
gown the lappets may begin almost 
touching each other at tho waist, and, 
gradually parting, form a trimming 
down the front of the skirt, ending in 
iinmVnso quadruple bows of satin rib- 
bon, which must be stabbed through 
with diamond buttons or clasps, or, an- 
other way, as the cookery books say, 
line the lappets with velvet or satin of 
some bright color and turn them into 
bretelles, crossing the shoulders and 
meeting just above the waist, back and 
front. Should any one wish to insult 
and vulgarize her beautiful old lace 
with a touch of modernity sho can buy 
rhinestones or imitation emeralds, sap- 
phires or rubies and sew them all over it.

Dundreds Turned Out Weekly— Prlco Va-^ 
rlrs From 84 to 830 and Occasionally 
•SO— Ready Made Eyes Aro Cheap, but; 
Thoso Made to Order Come High. 

There aro many curious industries I 
in this big city, and one that ranks pre- 1 
eminent in the peculiar line is a glass 
pyo factory. It may pecm strange that; 
thero should be a suffloient demand for 
glass eyes to support such a factory, es- 
pecially as. it employs a number of' 
skilled workmen all tho year round. 1 
But when one lonrns some of the secrets' 
of tho trade all cause for wonder van- 
ishes. 

Tbo primo reason for its existence is 
that a glass eye does not last more than; 
a year, and very often not moro than 
six months. Of course this necessitates 
the purchase of now optics every littlo 
while by afflicted people, and the num- 
ber of people who use these eyes is sur-' 
prisingly large, judged by tho yearly: 
production of the factory. 

Five hundred eyes aro turned ont 
weekly, or about 2(J,000 in the year. 
Not all of those aro sold, but this per- 
centage is very small. Tho unsold ones 
are stock eyes — that is, they are used 
in tho salo department of the factory or 
aro sent to dealers throughout the coun- 
try ns samples. 

Tho prices of glass eyes vary consid-, 
erably. An ordinary ready made eye 
costs $5, while a made to order eye,) 
with tho pupil and cornoa carefully col- 
ored, costs anywhero from $10 to $30, | 
and occasionally as much as $G0, but 
this latter price is a raro one. Poor peo-, 
plo can only afford tho ready mado eyo, ' 
and a large number of these aro always 
kept in stock in different shades of blue, 
gray and brown. 

Gray eyes are the most common, then 
copies blue, and then brown. Black 
eyes aro a myth, and tho factory has 
never had a call to make one. Oph- 
thalmic hospitals aro the largest con- 
sumers of the false eye. These buy in' 
quantities, and naturally get the prod- 
uct at reduced rates. They buy the. or- 
dinary, ready mado eyes, as they are 
used, for tho most part, on poor peoplo 
who aro financially unable to be fastid- 
ious in tho matter of exact color. 

Tho most startling feature of the fac- 
tory is the cabinet in which tho stock 
eyes aro kept. They urc placed in large 
trays, sectioned off into tin squares, 
each square containing an eye. Blue 
eyes of many shapes and shades aro in 
one. tray, brown eyes of all kinds in an- 
other and gray eyes of muny varieties in 
a third. 

When a purchaser conies iu, ho or 
sho is fitted with an eyo from ono of 
these trays, and if tho buyer is content 
with the readj- made article a duplicate 
is furnished from tho stock. If the 
mado to order articlo is wanted, the 
sample is sent up to the workrooms 
with instructions covering the minor 
changes or improvements that can he 
made. 

All of tho regular customers have 
sample eyes in tho factory. This en- 
ables them to send from a distance for 
a duplicate, and a new e-o, perfectly 
fitting and of the correct color, is ship- 
ped to them. 

The reason that the eye wears out is 
that the action of tho tear — which is 
acid — affects tho enamel, roughing the 
edges and surface and causing an irri- : 
tation of tho eyelids. 

There has never been a time in the 
history of tho world that artificial eyes 
did not exist. Tho ancient Egyptians, 
4,000 and 5,000 years ago, wore falso 
eyes of gold and silver, and later of cop- | 
per and ivory. It is on record that two' 
patriotic Lutetians, when their country 
was in financial distress, generously; 
presented their golden eyes to the pub- 
lic treasury. During the middle ages 
porcelain superseded metal in tho mak- 
ing of artificial eyes, and a century ago 
tho glass eyo arrived. Now enam' 1 is 
considered to be tho best material for 
the work, and it is used to the exclu- 
sion of all others. 

The process of making tho eyes is 
easily described, but the work calls for 
much delicate and painstaking labor on 1 
the part of seven or eight skilled work- 
men. Formerly one mnn made an arti- 
ficial eyo from tho crude to the finished' 
state, but now tho work is divided into 
a number of specialties, each man per- 
forming only a fraction of the wdiolo 
task. 

In its initial stage tho eye is a long, 
slender stick of enamel, made of per- 
frcf ly transparent and fusible flint glass. 
This is placed in a crucible and exposed 
to great heat. Tho globe maker places; 
tho enamel over a blowpipe supplied' 
with wind, which is pumped by engine 
power into a large cylinder and stored 
under water pressure. Under the care- 
ful manipulation of tho workman tho 
enamel tube is formed into an oblong 
globe, just tho sizo and shape of tho 
human eye. 

Next it passes into the coloring room. 
A picco of colored enamel is placed on' 
the summit of tho globe, and this is 1 
gently heated in a small flame and con- 
tinuously rotated. Gradually this takes 
the form of the iris, and then a spot of' 
darker enamel is added to reprosent tho 
pupil. Then this is covered by a thick 
layer of crystal to form the cornea. 

At this stage the eyo is detached from 
tho blowpipe and cooled, and then sent 
to tho cutting room, from which it 
emerges shaped into a srhall hollow 
oval with irregular edg v >s. The cutting' 
is a difficult process, as a hair's breadth 
deviation in sizo will make a material 
difference in tho fitting. The edges aro 
fired and the eye allowed to cool slow- 
ly, this being tho annealing or temper- 
ing process, which toughens the enam- 
el and renders it less liable to break. 
The final work is tho polishing, and 
then it is ready for the owner. 

The coloring work is tho most deli- 
cate of all, us sometimes eight and nine 
colors are worked in to givo the correct 
shade.— New York Cor. Washingto.i 
Post.

To Tin: Editor:— ThiB is an out-of-the- 
way regime and your paper ot AugustSO 
has only just reached me. In it, under 
the above heading, I observe some state- 
ments said to have been made by Mr. 
James Deans to your reporter, which 
seem to me to call for brief comment. 

He iB speaking of the Queen Charlotte 
islands, and of the village of Massett iu 
particular — a locality of which I also 
ought to know something, having resided 
here for over Beven years— and he gives 
you the impression that our lives are 
being made miserable by the constant 
intrusion of American " marauders." 
He speaks of " a regular fleet of foreign 
boats " visiting our halibut fishing 
grounds ; of "predatory bands killing 
cattle belonging to white settlers ; " of 
"a party of pirates" taking "posses- 
sion of a vacant hoiiBe in MaBeett vil- 
lage " and opening a store; and of "a 
party of Americans" visiting Massett 
and making "a complete clean-up of the 
crop of potatoes," " securing about three 
tons." 

Now, sir, I have no desire to side with 
Americans aa against our own people; 
but I want to see juBtice dealt out to all 
alike. And this deBire compels me to 
say that of the above four charges the 
first is grossly exaggerated, and the other 
three are false. In saying this, I do not 
question Mr. Deans' veracity; I merely 
challenge the accuracy of hiB informa- 
tion. Let us glance at the charges one 
by one. 

It is true that nearly every spring a 
small American Bchooner comes to fish 
for halibut off Yirago sound. One year 
two came, but not together, and I have 
never heard of more than three being 
Been during one season, and these at 
wide intervals. How far theBe may be 
correctly described aa " a regular fleet " 
I leave you to judge. 

During my residence here there have 
certainly been Borne instances of cuttle 
belonging to white settlers having been 
killed at or near Rose Spit. But in only 
ono instance do we know with certainty 
who the offenders were, and in that in- 
stance they were Tsimshians from our 
own mainland. 

The story of the " party of pirates " 
boldly opening a atore in an empty houee 
" in MaBeett village," when Btripped of 
its romance is reduced to this : A Kegani 
Haida ran across from the Alaskan aide 
with a boatload of flour, anchored off the 
village of Miakwun, four inileB from 
Massett, and there disposed of his wares 
among hia fellow Haidas— forourllaidas 
and those of Alaska are, as you know, 
one people. 

The last charge, tment the " complete 
clean-up of the crop of potatoes," haB no 
foundation whatever. Once or twice 
small articles have been stolen, by 
whom we know not, from outlying Haida 
houses, but potatoes, never. 

Quite recently, indeed, very loud com- 
plaints were made by our Indiana of 
wholesale robbery in the neighborhood 
of Virago sound and North island. But 
the articles of which the intruders made 
a very "complete clean-up" on that 
occasion were not potatoes but human 
remains and the Indian curios interred 
with them. The Indians told me they 
found that almost every grave had been 
rifled, and the boxes which contained 
the bodies left strewn about. In one 
caae some hair, recognized aa hsving be- 
longed to an Indian doctor, and a box 
which hail contained a body, were found 
floating in the sea. Now this outrage 
was perpetrated during last July <r 
AugUBt, and the date coincides so nearly 
with the time when a party of Americans 
visited that region " gathering material 
to augment the exhibit of the Uydab 
Indians in the Field- Columbian museum 
at Chicago," that* suspicion naturally 
rests on them ; and I would ask Mr. 
Jamfs Deans, who accompanied that 
party, to say whether or no ho can throw 
any light on the subject. That he him- 
self had any actual share in the outrage 
noone who knows him will for a moment 
suspect ; but most of your readers would,

Others would contend our country's 
importance aroae more from the enter- 
prise and industry of her people, from 
her great mineral resources, important 
manufacturing industries, and vast col- 
onial and other poaBSSBions, not forget- 
ting her admirable form of government, 
and equally admirable administration of 
her laws. 

But in truth it is not to any one of 
these causoB Bingly, more than another, 
she is indebted for this ascendancy, but 
rather to a judicious and happy combin- 
ation of them all. 

But if it were loft to me to say our 
country's importance and greatnesB 
arose from any one thing, it would suit 
my feelings and judgment much to Bay 
it might be imputed to her moral worth, 
and although undoubtedly she may some- 
times be charged with errors of omission 
and commission, yet, to atone for these 
deficiencies, there are great redeeming 
virtues and the national heart ia sound. 

And it is to the conservative influence 
of this moral worth that, under God's 
providence, the Empire is sustained in 
ita importance and dignity.

ANOTHER YUKON ROAD. 

Mr. Robert Cunningham Speaks of the Route 
From Alice Arm to Telegraph. 

A new route from the Coast to con- 
nect with the Telegraph Creek trail and 
thence to the Yukon ia advocated by 
Mr. Robert Cunningham, of Port Es- 
aington, who iB at present in town. This 
road ia by way of Alice arm, which lieB 
to the east of Portland canal, and bo is 
well inside the Canadian line and out- 
side of any dispute aa to boundary claima 
made by the United States. 

There is deep water navigation right 
to the top of Alice arm, Mr. Cunning- 
ham says, and ships can get there at any 
Beason of the year without any danger of 
meetine ice. There is plenty of room 
for the largest vesBels and a good harbor. 
From the head of Alice arm north to 
Telegraph Creek is an open prairie- 
like country, with here and there 
bunches of trees — a line agricultural 
country, with plenty of game. The dis- 
tance from Alice arm to the Stickeen 
river opposite Telegraph Creek is 180 
miles, and it is possible to make the 
trip at any time ol the year, with tobog- 
gans and dogs in the winter and horses 
in Bummer. 

Speaking from his own experience, 
Mr. Cunningham says that he has 
travelled -10 miles over the trail from 
the head of Alice arm and that there are 
no heavy gradeB or mountains on the 
way — it is practically level, though a 
few rolling hillB may be met with. Mr. 
Cunningham haB also been through a 
large part of the country Bouth of Tele- 
graph creek, for as far back aa 20 years 
ago he explored south and eaBt from 
Telegraph creek for the Hudson's Bay 
Company. 

From Alice arm to to the Stickeen is 
very suitable for a railway, according to 
Mr. Cunningham, aa in addition to the 
other advantages there are no rivers to 
cross until the Stickeen is reached, and 
there the river cuts ao clean through the 
high rocky banks that a bridge could be 
laid across very eaBily. From Alice arm 
TeBlin lake can be reached, according to 
Mr. Cunningham, by a railway leBB than 
300 miles in length. Then, too, a rail 
way would open up a large stretch of ag 
ricultural country capable of supporting 
many people, right on the road to the 
Yukon. 

RICH MEN'S SPENDTHRIFT SONS.
